Capone’s Brother 
Gets Three Years 


CHICAGO, June 16.—(4)— 
Ralph J. Capone, brother of Al 
“Scarface” Capone, today was sen- 
tenced to three years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kan., and fined $10,000 for hav- 
ing defrauded the government by 
filing false income tax returns. 
He was convicted of the charge 
on April 25. 

Capone was convicted on two 
charges in connection with the al- 
leged income tax frauds. On one 
count he was sentenced to serve 
three years at Leavenworth and 
fined $10,000; on the other, he was 
sentenced to two years in the Cook 
county jail and fined another 510. 
000, The terms were made con- 
eurrent, however, and the second 
$10,000 fine was suspended,

NEW YORK, June 16.—Selling 

reminiscent of the 1929 panic brought 
stocks on the New York Stock Ex- 
change down to their levels of last 
November. Market values dropped 
nearly 35,000,000,000 and recoveries 
were meager. 

The averages all made new lows for 
the year. The Dow, Jones & Co. 
industrial average broke 14.20 points 
to 230.08, the lowest since November 
19; the railroad 3.€1, the lowest since 


November 13, and the utility 5.70 to 
83.21, a new 1930 low. 

The haste to sell clogged the ticker 
machinery and caused pandemonium 
on the floor. Tickers ran more than 
20 minutes late most of the day and 
nearly 45 minutes after the ctose be- 
fore the last sale was printed. Sales 
totaled 5,675,320 shares, the largest 
day since May 5, when the total was 
8,279,260. 

Simultaneously all other stock mar- 
kets of the country broke to around

WASHINGTON, June 16.— (Spe- 
eial.) —Appearing personally before a 
subcommittee of the senate judiciary 
body today, I.. H. Crawford, United 
States marshal for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, made a sweeping de- 
nial of all charges filed against him 
by T. A. Wallace, former clerk in the 
marshal’s office at Atlanta, who has 
asked that Mr. Crawford’s nomina- 
tion be rejected. 

The judiciary body appointed a spe- 
cial subcommittee to consider the 
nomination after receipt of the 
charges last week and decided to hold 
an open hearing on the case today 
following the arrival in Washington 
yesterday of Mr. Crawford. The sub- 
committee is headed by Senator He- 
bert, republican, of Rhode Island, and 
consists of Senator Steiwer, republic- 
an, of Oregon, and Senator Stephens, 


democrat, of Mississippi. 

Demanding a right to be heard in 
his own behalf, Mr. Crawford, accom- 
panied by his attorney, B. H. Sulli- 
van, of Atlanta and Washington, oc- 
cupied the stand for mofe than an 
hour this afternoon answering the 
charges in detail, At the outset he 
told the committee that the charges 
against him had n drawn up in 
the office of United States District 
Attorney Clint W. Hager, of Atlanta, 
last week on the day following his 
dismissal of Wallace and his wi 
beth of whom had been em in 
is office. Wallace, Hager and Wal- 
er Acketiian, of Cartersville; who 
has h an active candidate for the 
northern marshalship with support of 
the Rose organization, conferred in 
preparing the charges, he asserted.

THE ETHICS OF 
POLITICAL CAMPAIGNING | 


(Delivered Over WSB Last Evening) 


INTRODUCTION 


There are but a few days left in — 
mayoralty campaign, in which you may ma 
your choice of that candidate which will have 
your support. But there are four long years 


in which the people wo city may repent if 


the wrong man is elec 

it is an American political axiom that when 
the voters know the complete truth, they can 
be depended upon to render a wise verdict. 
This campaign is unusual, particularly in the 
methods employed by the two most prominent 
ndidates

One, Wiley L. Moore, rests his case before 
the people on his record as a citizen, a suc- 
cessful business man, and as a member of the 
council for six years. He is the only candidate 
who offers a constructive platform for your 
consideration. That platform pledges him, if 
‘elected, to a real —— * — 
a budget system positively controlling expendi- 
dung One of his opponents has adopted « 
campaign of political mud-slinging, going so far 
as to attack the ministers our city and, 
according to the press, intimating that the 
women of our ‘city have actually sold their 
votes. All of this is of little interest to thinking 
Atlantans at this time when the city is sorely 
in need of a capable man at the helm. 

That the condition may be presented clearly 
we take pleasure in introducing one of Atlanta’s 
leading ministers, Dr. D. Witherspoon Dodge, 
pastor of the Central Congregational church, 
who has made a study of the present campaign 
and who will speak to you on the subject, 
„Ethies in Political Campaigning.” 

Dr. Dodge: 


DR. DODGE’S ADDRESS 


i Gentlemen of the Radio Audience: 
1 to you on “The Ethics of Politi- 
cal Campaigning,” and being a minister, I 28 
sider it a point germane to my subject gee 
should first state the 122 attitude of a min- 
ister to that great and important realm of 1 
social life which goes under the name 0 
ss ties.“ ; 
There is a prevailing sentiment, which is just 
another one of those hoary traditions which has 
been outgrown by thinking minds, to the effect 
that ministers should a entirely out 
of the field of politics. e of the candidates in 
the present race for mayor, Mr. James L. Key, has 
gone so far as to make a statement to that effect 
in one of his recent campaign speeches, “Minis- 
ters,” he says, “have no business messing in poli- 
ties.” He made this statement following an ad- 
dress over the radio by Dr. Faust, pastor of one 
of the other candidates, Mr. Wiley Moore. It will 
be interesting to hear what he will say about my 
having another word to say about some aspects 
of the present campaign. But before he has a 
chance to say anything more, I wish to present 
in as clear-cut a form as possible my argument 
for the right and duty of every citizen of a com- 
munity taking his full part in that conflict - of 
forces which determines who the honored rulers 
and public servants of that community will de. 
It is my position that a minister, like every 
other adult person, is first of all a citizen of the 
community in which he resides. He enjoys all 
of the privileges of citizenship—safety, protec- 
tion, the vote, the use of public institutions, etc. 
In return for these privileges, he owes very defi- 
nite obligations to his community. Among these 
obligations, none are more important than the ex- 
ercise of all possible effort and diligence on his 
part to see that clean, worthy and able men are 


entrusted with the responsibilities of public office. . 


No one would assert that it is in any sense im- 
proper for a minister to pray in his pulpit on 
Sunday that the community and nation may have 
clean, worthy and wise rulers; all would agree 
that this is quite niere and proper thing for a 
minister to do. Well, of course every. man is 
entitled to the kind of religion that he prefers, 
but as for me, I would not feel that there was 
the least spark of *inceritv in any prayer that I 
mode in mv phipit on Sunday if 1 were not 
willing on Monday an Tuesday and Wednesday 
to go out into the world of practical affairs and 
hecame a co-worker with my God in giving Him 
an instrument through which to answer that pray- 
er. Rather, under such circumstances, I wonld 
feel like the veriest hypocrite, which I would be. 
I do not know exactly what the theology of a 
Sunday school teacher is as to the practice on 
Monday of the relicion that he teaches on Sunday, 
but I am absolutely clear as to my own interpre- 
tation of the relations of life and religion, which 
is an identification and not a separation. 
Besides being a citizen, a minister is supposed 
to be a leader in his community. He stands at 
the head_of the greatest of all of the forces upon 
this planet—the power of. God in the life of hu- 
man -beings. If such forces are willing to take 
their real part in the battle of mankind for a 
better world and not spend all of their time_fight- 
ing shambattles in temples made by men’s hands, 
behind closed doors. apart from the real field of 
life, they can further the march of civiligation 
incaleulably. It is one of the tragedies of bis- 
tory that organized relizion has so largely failed 
to see the purpose and true field of its cam- 
paign and as a result, has occupied most of its 
time engaging in hair-splitting controversies over 
points of more or less meaningless theology and in 
ravalries with other branches of the same Lord's 


army. 

- the new minister of today is not going 
to so mistake his true function and mission. Nor 
is he going to be quietly shelved by the specious 
and false traditional idea that “Religion and Poli- 
tice have nothing in common.” He is not going 
to try to save souls only but society also. He is 
not going to allow the fields of practical life to 
be preempted by the forces of evil alone. He is 
going to render to Caesar—that is, to the Govern- 
ment—the things that ar. his, as well as to God 
the things that are His; and he is going to recog- 
nize that there is a close relationship between 
these mutual obligations and not a wall of separa- 
tien. 

As a man, therefore, who regards himself as a 
citizen of the community and who wants any in- 
fluence that he may have to be used in the cause 
of the welfare of said community, I 
not only have no apologies to offer to anyone for 
seeking to fulfill my obligations as I see them, but 
I would feel very much in the position of a slacker 
or a traiter to the best that I see if I did not 
respond as I am doing at this critical stage in the 
development of our city's life. 

As for the ethics of political campaigning, the 
whole issue rests on a fundamental principle of 
both religion and of civilized life. It is the 
principle of respect for the personality of every

On the contrary, they promote bad feeling, fur- 
nish the spark that ignites the fires of fanaticism, 
create disgust in the minds of the more respectful 
people and leave unpleasant and bitter memories 
which persist long after the campaign is over. 

It is simpl 
ation or innuéndo to seek to ereate impressions 
which are not true. This is an appeal neither 
to intelligence, reason or respectability, but to 
nrejudice alone. And when one makes definite 
charges which he knows are not true, or for which 
he «does not furnish specific evidence, or to which 
he. does not give his opponent full opportunity to 
rly. he is worse than unfair—he is false and 
cowardly. 

One of the candidates in this race for mavor 
has used these methods reneatedly. In fact, that 
is nbont all that he has done. I have not only 
read his speeches in the paper, but I have attended 
the meetings at which he has spoken. and he has 
used practically all of his time and that of his hear- 
ers in giving expression to aspersions and vituners- 
tive remarks upon the name and character of his 
opnonent. ‘ 

I would here warn the public that a charge 
not true simply because a man makes it. Of 
course à man can say anything; and some people 
will believe anything. In order to be true how- 
ever. a charge must be backed up with. the de- 
nendable evidence which establishes it. This evi- 
dence has not been forthcoming. The method of 
doemsatic statement alone has been relied upon. 
And this fact. of course: is positive proof that the 
charge was false to begin with. 

T would also warn you against anv eleventh 
hour charges which this candidate is likely to make 
upon the character of his opponent, when it is too 
late for mublie denial to be made. I say this he- 
cause of the statement of this candidate who has 
all along relied: mainly upon the tactics of mud. 
slinging that he was “Saving his biggest shots” 
til the last, If any such statements come out at 
the very last, vou will not be misled hy any such 
nrocedure which bears unon-its face the stamp of 
ite wnethical and cowardly nature. 

Then a man employs such methods as these, it 
instinctively frouses grave suspicions in the minds 
of the thinking people as to his own character: 
far, out of the heart are the issues of life, and out 
of the fullness of the heart. the mouth spenketh. 
Conduct of this kind creates its own censor. When 
a man so indges others, he is bound to be judged 
himself. His words of criticism become a boom- 
erang to paint himself with the very colors with 
which he has tried to paint his opponent. He is 
judged out of his own mouth. , 

Now, Atlanta is not going to follow this clean- 
up campaign by putting in the office of its chief 
executive a man who prior to election indicate 
very clearly by his own behavior that verv little 
cleanliness may be looked for from him. He has 
nut his own stamp upon himself,,and he has no- 
body to blame but himself for failure to win the 
confidence of the good people of our city. 

In line with the ethical considerations of publie 
hehavior, the neople want a candidate simply to 
state his platform, give his reasons for the posi- 
tions that he holds and ask humbly but confidently 
for their support. This. Wiley L. Moore hae 
done, Jet him appeal to the reason of his hearers 
and not to their prejudices, Let him use his 
imagination to paint the pictures of the beautiful 
city which he would endeavor to make of Atlanta 
and not faint ugly and false pictures of his oppo- 
nent. This, likewise, Wiley L. Moore has done. 
And if he is going to appeal to the feelings of his 
hearers, let them be the feelings of a noble civic 
pride, a friendly cooperative community and a 
spirit of fair play rather than to those of base- 
ness, ill-will and class-consciousness, Let the man 
remain a man, who would ascend the ladder of 
personal ambition and civic usefulness upon the 
rungs of merit, and not make of himself a snake 
who would ereep into office upon the piled-up 
hodies of the opponents whom his poisonous fangs 
have slain. 

Tt is my belief that the majority of our citizens 
are going to cast their votes on the coming 
Wednesday for that candidate who throughout has 
waged his campaign upon a basis of constructive 
princinles in pledging himself to a business-like 
administration; and who has made no charges 
against his opponent, but has only made statements 
of fact which it is well for our peonle to hear in 
mind. The method of the other lending candidate 
has been purely destructive. and there would he 
nothing constructive to look for from bis occupancy 
of the office of mayor. 

I have now emphasized those qualities which 1 
consider proper to the conducting of an ethical 
political campaign. They are respect for person- 
ality, the spirit of fairness and fair-play, truth- 
fulness, the right use of reason and imagination, n 
proper sense of dignity and the offering of a con- 
structive platform. From this point of view, | 
have made a stud of the two men who seem to 
he the leading candidates for the office of the chief 
executive of our city. I have observed their per- 
sonalities and the psychology by which they have 
s6ught to line up their followers, I have seen and 
heard them at first hand. I may say also that. 
previous to the beginning of the campaign; I ha: 
not made up my mind which of the candidates 1 
would vote for. I reached my decision, however, 
soon after hearing both of these two leading candi- 
dates. The one man by his courteous, gentlemanly 
and constructive policy won my vote, the other man 
by his dirty, undignified and destructive conduct 
lost my vote, for he has even gone so far, according 
to the press, as to insinuate that the good women 
of our city have sold their votes. I wish to state 
publicly, therefore, that at the coming election, I 
intend to cast my vote for Mr. Wiley L. Moore. 
because I believe that he has proven by his method 
of conducting his campaign and by his general 
ability that he can most worthily and ably fulfill 
the obligations of the high office for which he asks 
the suffrage of our people. 

I am speaking as a man, a citizen, a minister 
and one who aspires to the position of a construc- 
tive leadership in our community. I hope that 
every man and woman will vote for the man whom 
they believe will make the best official for our 
city; but I hope that they will allow the ethical 
principles to which I have called their attention in 
— ooo to serve as guiding lights in making their

‘and registrar, delivered a second 
ward list to Philip Rosenbaum, a can- 
didate for council, and J. P. Wall, 
chairman of the executive committee, 
stated that every precaution would 
thrown about the balloting’ Wednes- 


day. 
While the special report of the reg- 


number of mistakes, it set out that 
they were made through carelessness 
and not through any attempt to per- 
petrate any fraud, as citizens involved 
“are well known, and of undoubted 
probity.” 

It said, however, that the utmost 
care should have been exercised in 
making up the ninth ward list be- 
cause of the change in the ward line 
due to establishment of the new thir 
teenth ward. e & 

Of the 168 registration errors noted 
by the committee, 104 should «have 
been listed in the new thirteenth 
ward, 10 in the eighth, 13 in the 
fourth, and 20 in the eleventh. All 
of these wards are adjacent to the 


ninth. 
Signed by Members. 

The report filed by Herbert Choate, 
chairman of the committee, carried 
the signature of all members of the 
committee, and was adopted by coun- 
cil as a vote of confidence for and 
at the request of Councilman W. Paul 
Carpenter, opposed by Homer Fos- 
ter, who made the charges of irregu- 
larities in the ninth ward list. 

Regarding the ninth ward check and 
the irregularities found, the report of 
the committee said:

by the most meticulous care and, 
while undoubtedly such care should 
have been exercised at whatever price, 
your committee is of the opinion that 
these discrepancies are the result of 
carelessness and not of any fraudulent 
design. We point out that many of 
those whose names are involved by 
the cha are well-known citizens, 
of undoubted probity, who would not 
become parties to such a fraud as 
any other conclusion would imply. 
The errors of duplication are probably 
due to the fact that voters register 
under the general election laws in the 
fall of the year and again in April 
and May for the primaries and, until

instance, but agents of discord and 
agitators of violence have certainly 
been at werk in our mill areas, 
without drawing any common pro- 
test from the textile manufacturers 
of the east, or any offers of co- 
operation in preserving textile fac- 
toring peace. 

Their seeming complaisance with 
the disturbance of that peace be- 
tween employers and employe in 
the southern mills will not prove 
good eventually for the eastern mill 
industrialists. Such labor wars are 
difficult to confine; they tend to 
spread; and they make industrial 
amity and comity precarious in all 
like areas. 

The textile industry in the south 
is so generally young as to be still 
feeling its way, testing the quality 
and endurance of its peculiar ad- 
vantages, and training by degrees 
the intelligence and skill of a new 
order of workers unknown to the 
mill employers of the east. These 
are factors requiring slow and deli- 
cate handling before they can be 
brought into a stabilized co-ordina- 
tion mutually satisfactory and prof- 
itable to both mill owners and mill 
workers. Hence sagacious eastern 
mill men should encourage concord 
in textile industrial conditions in 
the south, rather than discord, They 
should fear that discontent, strikes 
and riots in southern mill areas may 
easily transfer themselves to the 
east. 


THE RUBICON IS PASSED. 

President Hoover will sign the 
Grundy billion-dollar annual gouge 
into the pockets of the 120,000,- 
000 people of the nation. He has 
promptly passed the Rubicon of 
doubt and decidéd not to throw 
down the industrial profiteers who 
pay republican campaign bills, but 
to throw down the people who 
sweat the money for them. 

Dug out of all his plausible 
phrases in defense of the extrava- 
gant raider-bill we find the real rea- 
son why President Hoover approves 
it. That reason is the flexible pro- 
vision. In that he believes he will 
possess a surgeon’s khife with which 
he can pare down unwarranted high 
rates and graft on increases when 
an acute emergency may demand 
them. In other words, he holds 
that the tariff schedules are fully 
delivered into his hands and that 
at discretion he will have power to 
re-enact them within a limit ot So 
per cent, up or down, as the tariff 
commission may find and report a 
proven need upon specific demands. 

President Hoover suggests that 
this bill carrying that provision will 
have the effect of taking the tariff 
problems largely out of politics and 
protect them from lobbying, log- 
rolling and swapping compromises. 
But by enacting the bill he shifts 
the lobbying into the chamber of 
the tariff commission and invites 
the log-rollers and profiteering com- 
promisers to besiege him in his 
executive office. He will soon learn 
the iron-clad truth that American 
tariff problems cannot be taken out 
of politics.

Not a great deal is known histori- 
cally about the elder Brueghel, yet 
Felix Timmermans, a Flemish author, 
has attempted a reconstruction of the 
immortal painter’s life by “smelling 
him out from his works,” as he says 
on the title page. The book has now 
been translated into English and is 
put on the American market as the 
product of the greatest living Flem- 
ish writer” by the publishers. This 
is an exaggeration, of which Timmer- 
mans himself would certainly not ap- 

rove. Timmermans is a very success- 
ul Flemish writer—in Holland. There 
is just enough dialectic folk talk in 
his writing to make the more formal 
Dutch roar with laughter. Timmer- 
mans therefore writes especially for a 
Dutch public. This peculiar and pic- 


turesque Flemish tang has been lost 


in the English translation, of course. 
And with it the book has lost some 
of its attraction. 
“Droll Pieter” should have been se- 
lected is a mystery. There may be 
some tavern scenes, reminiscent of 
Coster’s Uilenspiegel, which are im- 
mensely diverting, but on the whole 
the droll part of Pieter lies exclusive- 
ly in the original phraseology in which 
the book was written. At the same 
time Timmermans provides an excel- 
lent picture of the Antwerp of the 
beginning of the golden century and 
therein lies the merit of the volume. 
One feels the rhythm and color of the 
Schelde city, in Brueghel’s time a mar- 
vel of prosperity and wealth. Occa- 
sionally the acrid smell of an auto 
da fe is wafted through the pages and 
the somber shadow of religious per- 
secution draws over that wondrously 
gay town. As M. Timmermans was 
forced to draw largely upon his imag- 
ination for lack of authentic data, one 
is a little 8 in his pieture 
of Brueghel. rueghel was an un- 
conventional freebooter in his art as 
well as in his way of life. Some 
have seen in him a_ revolutionary 
agalnst the Spanish oppression and 
the church which in his day uprooted 
Calvinism from the southern Nether- 
lands. Brueghel certainly was not 
the man to write a “drill” book about. 
For that he is too gigantic a *＋ 
For that reason an Amsterdam critic 
after reading the book addressed him- 
self reproachfully to the author with 
the words: “Felix, how could you, 
how could you?”

Ghettoes and 


Palestine. 


The Arab outbreak in Palestine is 
nearly a year old. A commission of 
inquiry has been to Palestine which 
has after great delay submitted a 
report, The report has satisfied no- 
body, least of all English public opin- 
ion. Now another commissioner is 
carrying out an inquiry by himself, 
and after that, we are assured, a 
royal commission will proceed to the 
Holy Land to go into major ques- 
tions. In the meantime immigration 
has been stopped and there are ru- 
mors that sale and transfer of land 
from Arabs to Jews may shortly be 
suspended, Should this come to pass 
those who have been predicting fail- 
ure and disaster for the Zionist ex- 
periment will thump their own chests 
and emit their facile ‘“I-told-you- 
so’s.” At the same time it will mean 
that the Balfour declaration, once 
hailed as a sort of Magna Charta of 
the Jewish people, is but another 
scrap of paper, and the mandate 
terms which provide for “the close 
settlement of Jews upon the land” a 
hollow mockery. The tragedy of this 
lies not in Palestine at present. It’s 
in eastern Europe, where millions of 
Jews, whose only hope in life was 
Palestine, suddenly have this hope 
blasted. The destitution and misery 
from Kovno to Jassy is unparalleled. 
Conditions are inhuman. enri Bar- 
busse declared recently after going 
through that part of the world that 
Dante’s Inferno had been surpassed. 
We were in Bessarabia two months 
ago, and we could not believe our 
own eyes. That such conditions ex- 
isted on earth, as are to be found 
today in the ghettoes of Poland and 
Rumania, seemed incredible. In this 
black night we heard only of one hope 
—Palestine. For the rest blackest 
despair. Fifty thousand families 
could be placed on the land in Pales- 
tine at once, the agronomical experts 
say. They will oust a single Arab 
peasant. Whatever land is bought 
for them will be paid at exorbitant 
prices. But the Arab effendis and 
moneylenders and Leventine intri- 
guants don't want Jewish immigra- 
tion. And, as if we were still living 
in the middle ages, the word of a 
few feudal families seems to be law 
for the entire world,

Unofficial Tabulation Made 
of 154 of 161 Counties 
in State, 


The population of Georgia „ N 
2,799,792 in an unofficial tabulation 
Monday of 154 of the state's 161 
counties. The population of Savan- 
nah, but not all of Chatham county, 
was included in the count. 

In 1920 the same counties and Sa- 
vannah had a population of 2,761,224. 
The increase of 38,568 came in face 
of losses of population of approxi- 
mately 100 counties in the state. 

Savannah, with its population off se 
84,714, remained the state’s second 
city. Ten ‘years ago it had a popula- 
tion of 83,252. The increase was 
1,462. 

This tabulation is based almost 
wholly on preliminary figures. Con- 
sidering the difference in preliminary 
figures and the official count, the 


more than 2,900,000 and census work- 
ers still believed it would be near 
The seven missing counties all are 
in the Savannah district. Thus far 
no counties from that district have 
shown extraordinary growth, and two 
of the four to report lost population. 

The latest counties to be tabulated 
were Liberty and Evans. Liberty 
had a count of 8,604 compared with 
9.881 in 1920, and Evans returned 
7,102 compared with 6,504 in the last 
census. 

While the population figures have 
been slightly disappointing to many, 
the unemployment situation in Geor- 
gia has been a source of optimism. 
Returns from à majority of the dis- 
trict indicated the situation could 
scarcely be called a problem,“ as the 
percentage of unemployed was slight- 
ly more than 10 per cent. In Ful- 
ton, DeKalb, Bibb, Muscokee and 
Floyd, some of the state's greatest in- 
dustrial counties, the percentage was 
surprisingly low.
